Ile is an ex- 
ceecdingly intelligent negro, finely cultured 
and educated, and a manof influence with 
the colored voters. He expressed himself 
trankly to the reporter. 

After a passing reference to last night’s 
meeting Mr. Wilson remarked: ‘‘in St. Louis 
itis utterty impossible for us to hold a mass 
meeting composed of colored citizens with 
any degree of success from the fact that there 
is a difference of opinion existing with regard 
to the leadership. There is no particular man 
that leads the colored voters.“ 

Are you not organizing secretly here in 
St. Louis?’ 

Our object is to organize an association for 
the express purpose of elevating the negro 
citizens of this city morally, socially and po- 
litically. By political we mean this: we mean 
that there is a 
LARGE NEGRO VOTE—8,000—IN THIS CITY, 
and that that voteisthe balance of power 
between the Democratic and Republican 
party. Wehave continually given our vote 
tothe Republican party, to which we belong, 
Since 1876 the candidates of the party have 
promised every time wen an ciection came 
that they would give the negro men un office 
in the event of election.

FANTASTIC FUNERALS. 


Some Extraordi@ary Stories of the 
Sepulaher. 
| From the New York News. | 

Very few people are aware of the number 
of odd funerals occurring daily inthis city. 
The arrangements are carried out by under-— 
takers, who have been well paid for their 
services, with such privacy that the facts con- 
nected with them rarely find their way into 
print. Not many days ago, a once noted gam- 
bler died in the upper part of the city after 
lingering along time in seclusion with his 
wife. A few days before his death he sent for 
the pastor of a small church which he had re- 
centiy attended, and asked him to take a 
written confession of the life of sin he had 
led. Inthis confession were statements of 
the most startling character. admitting crimes 
of nearly every phase, andthe number ef 
terms the dying man had spent in prison. He 
made it his last request that bis history, as 
given, should on one Sunday be read to the 
congregation, andthe confession was read. 
This same man sentfor an undertaker and 
said: I want you to dress me when Lam 
dead in the same suit of clothes in which | 
was married. Put the same tbree garnet 
stones in my shirt front, and see that I make 
a good appearance.” In his will the dying 
man bequeathed his brothers and sisters au 
equal share of his estate, with the understaad- 
ing that all the funeral expenses be deducted 
therefrom. His wife was not pleased with 
her allowance, and determined to have satis- 
faction. Shetold the undertaker to spare no 
expense and gave orders to no less than three 
florists. After the funeral undertaker's bilk, 
amounting to $2,800, were sentto the execu- 
tors of the estate. Another instance ofa sim- 
ilar character occurred sometime ago. In 
this case the person who died was en elderly 
German lady, residing on West Fifty-seventh 
street. She had spent the early portion of her 
life in driving a swillor garbage cart, and 
made money, Whichshe invested in real es- 
ule on Fifth avenue, near Cen- 
tral Park. Her estate speedily became valn- 
able. she built a number of brown-stone 
residences, and soon settled down to a life of 
luAurvyeund rennement with a sister, who 
Mas somewhat younger. Just before he- 
death she stated to her sister that when sh: 
died sbe wanted tote buried in the most lux- 
urious manner imaginable. Following these 
instructions, the sister sent for one of the 
most fashionable undertakers in the city, and 
asked him: “How much can you furnish ove 


of your most expensive funerals for?” 
*Abcur 510.000,“ replicd the undertaker. 
‘Well, I don't think vou will suit me,“ re- 


ed the lady, vou are not costly eaoug'.’”’ 
“Well, af you want siiver handles, asolid 
vole piate on the casket, and such like, I 
think Teensnuit vou,“ continued the under- 
tuker. es,“ she replied, I wantall that, 
and I want tifty carrriages in line, each to be 
aun by teams of white and black horses. 
‘The hearse must be drawn by six white and 
leck horses, and every c:rriage must go to 


ihe grave, whether it is filled or not. 
My sister must be nicely dressed and 
fixed as nicely as possible.“ This 


strange funeral actually tock place, and cre- 
ated great excitement in the neighborhood of 
Fifty-seventh street. The undertaker soon 
ufter went tothe lady and presented his bill 
for $5,000. “‘Why; I thought ii would be 
twice as much,” sbe said, disappointed. ad- 
dirg: ‘*l want you when Jam deadto bury 
nie also, but you will bave to make thinavs 
nicerfor me.“ A few monthsafrer, this same 
undertaker buried the second sister, but her 
relatives kept the bill down to $1,000, Both 
lieina vault in Woodlawn cemetery, and 
within three blecks of Central park, on Fifth 
avenue, can be seen a whole block ot valuable 
Vacant sround, which forms a portion of the 
estate criginally owned by “the girl who 
drove the swill-cart.”’ 

Another curious funeral request was that 
of an old gentleman who wore long hair and 
was familiar to sll the habitues of Kigbta 
avenue. He was called “ The Doctor,’’ and 
lived in West Sixteenth street. Ile left it as 
bis dying wish that eight young maidens all 


dressed in white and eight 
young men dressed in black 
should act as an escort to his re- 
mains. He died so poor, however, that few 
of his requests could be carried out. Women 


sometimes display a wonderful fancy for 
stylish costumes even in death. Not long 
since a very prominent lady died and made it 
a special request that she be clothed in the 
Mess sbe Was married in but afew years be- 
fore, apd ber wishes were carried out. The 
wish to take their pets with them is another 
fresk of dving females. A lady residing on 
Madison avenue who died after a long illness 
hud a favorite black-and-tan which, during 
her sickness, Was her constant companion. 
Just before her death she said to her husband: 
When lam dead I want ‘Tibbey’ buried 
with me. The dead woman’s request was 
fulfilled, and in her arms in the cotiin was the 
dead body of her favorite dog, ‘*Tibpbey.’’ 
Another case is given where a Maltese eat was 
kitled and placed in the casket at the fees 
of its mistress. A few weeks ago there 
died inthe upper part of Sullivan street an 
old French recluse. In one of the corners of 
his dark room was found standing a solid 
pinewood cotlin lined with cotton and lead. 
Init was founda scroll which contained tne 
request in French that be be buried in that 
coflin. iis friends carried out his directions 
to the letter. The late James Lennox wa 

somewbat eccentric on the question of bury 

ing the dead. Ile left it as his particular fe-: 
quest that he be buried with the utmost sii 

plicity, and his funeral Was not more preten- 
tious than might be accorded a workmaa, 
though he died worth millions. A prominent 
dry goods merchant, who had spent all his 
life in single blessedness, was buried with 
strange surroundings at bis reque-t not long 
ogo in this city. He directed that his remains 
be attired in full drees, a bouquet of flowers 
inthe lapel of his cout, and that the whole 
interior of bis casket be lined with natural 
flowers. <Atthe funeral no woman was per- 
mitted to be present, nor was auy female al- 
lowed to view bis remains. Inthe house he 
had no female servant, and from the time of 
bis illness until his burial no woman beheld 


him. He was an inveterate woman-hater, 
ard openly expressed his opinion on 
tbe subject before his death. To 
bis undertaker and physician he had 


confessed] that be once, when young, loved a 
woman, but she proved false, and he ever 
after avoided the 22 or company of a fe- 
male. **They are all allke,“ was always his 
expression when speaking cof the opposite 
sex. An old maid lived in an upper story ia 
a small house in Cottage place, near Bleeker 
street. She was known only by the name of 
„Annie,“ and eked out an apparently miser- 
able existence at dressmaking. A few days 
ego ber neighbors missed her, and on enter- 
log her room found her stretvhed upon the

floor. 
matter u at happened to her, she would not 
be buried in à pauper’s grave. This prophe - 
ey proved true, for ia the Jiniug ot one of her 
underskirts was found $3,000 iu bills. Her 
brothers in the upper part of the State, on 
hearing of her death, came tothis city and 
buried ber handsomely m Greenwood. The 
burying of dead dogs and catsin the princi- 
pal cemeteries is now forbidden, but not un- 
til the practice attained extraordinary propor- 
tions did the trustees of the cemeteries take 
action. The new idea is to bury the dog and 
its mistress or master together, so that in 
death, as in life, they shall not be separated.

Some of the Features of 
Kxhibition.

The ciep.tay cf railroad cars and material is 
quite peculias. The origidal iovomotive tirst 
used in Belgium, and but little different from 
Lose in use to day, occupies the post of 
honor and is always surrounded by admiring 
CeGwas. street cars built for Turin are novel, 
heike made entirely of iron, the seuts consist- 
ing of transverse bands or sprines, which, 
covered with carpet, are as softand yielding 
asany cushion. For summer use this kind of 
cr is invaluable. The cars built for Berlin 
vie heavy and clumsp; those for Milan are 
midway between the twoin style. Specimens 
of trains for steam roads are also ou exhibi- 
tion, aud are all built after the recognized 
European manner. Our American system of 
railroad carriages (excepting for street cars) 
seems to make no headway here, though our 
sleeping cars areimitated. The name has 
been adopted into the vernacular of the coun- 
try, greatly to the discomfiture of the news- 
paper reporters, a lexding journal of Brus- 
sels devoiing an article to the sub- 
ject to-day under the majestic 
und self-complacent title, 'Les Sleeping- 
gars.“ A vast steam engine of 1,000 horse 
power occupies the center of the machinery 
ball. It was built by the firm known as the 
Societe Cocberell (which dates from 1817) for 
the mines of Mansfield in Prussia. Taere 
are other machines of greater power here, but 
this one attracts the most attention. 

Among the mecnanical contrivances is an 
electric railway which has a track of its own 
in the grounds and conveys passemgers for a 
few cents on an excitimg little journey around 
the flower beds and fountains,closing by dash- 
ing through a very dark tunnel (of black muse 
lin) and landing the traveler at the starting 
point. The motor power is inclosed ina 
wooden box about the size of a Saratoga 
trunk, and is easily managed by one per- 
son. Nothing in the entire exposition has at- 
tr: cted more general attention than this curi- 
ous little railway. The oflicials, however, 
either do not understand the system or are 
indisposed to give strangers much informa- 
tion aboutit. A similar railway is now on 
exbibition at Dusseldorf, and bas created 
quite a:rensation there. The Dusseldorf ex- 
position, by the way, has been entirely neg- 
lected by the French and English press, while 
that of Brussels is very fully reported, the 
authorities of the latter having invited a num- 
ber of journalists from Paris, treating them 
with great attention.

KILLED FOR FLIRTING. 


Three Brothers Kiil an Usarmed Ad- 
mirer of Their Sister. 
| From the New Orleans Times. | 


Yesterday evening another chapter in the 
era of blood was 1 by the Rance brothers 
—Henri, Fernand and Armand—when they 
mercilessly slew Edward C. Mix. Jr., at the 
corner of Kerleree and St. Claude streets. The 
animus existing between the parties, accord- 
ing to the purported statement of the Rance 
brothers, involves their sister, a charming 
young lady. On the other hand Mix, as stated 
by his friends, was guiltless of any wrong, 
sither in reality or intent, and was made te 
pay the penalty with his life for a charge of 
which he was innocent. To begin at the be- 
ginning and follow the case in all its ramifica- 
tions to the bloody end, according to the al- 
legations of parties who claim to be informed 
of the facts, Mix some time ago was discov- 
ered by a neighbor flirting with Miss Rance, 
and thereupon the intelligence was duly 
transmitted to the brothers,who forbade their 
sister further communication, either by word 
or sign, with him. Thus, each mutually mis- 
understanding the other, the enmity grew. 
until the Rance brothers really considered 
that it behooved them to take 
some more definite action in the premises, 
and accordingly proceeded to Max's resi- 
demce, at No. 522 St. Charies street, near 
Jecksun, to see bim relative to the matter, 
avd request bim to desist in his attentioas. 
Unfortunately, they failed to see Mix. Mean- 
time, Mix, hearing of the action of the Rance 
brothers, informed his brother Franklin of 
the affair, und, protesting that he was wholly 
blameless, requested him to accompany him 
to see the Rances and effect an adjustment. 
Thus it Was yesterday at noon, when Edwin 
and his brother Franklin Mix called at the 
residence of the Rances, on St. Claude, be- 
tween ULsplanade and Kerlerec streets, and on 
the pavement bad an interview with Fernand. 
And therein lies the mystery which Fernand 
Rance and the surviving Mix only can reveal. 
I'ranklin Mix on this score preserves a 
most remarkable reticence, aud, with strange 
unanimity, the Rarces, to 4 man, are also 
silent on the subject. 

The interview over, Edwin Mix and his 
brother walked slowly down St. Claude street, 
and bad just reachea Kerlerec street, when 

Miss Rance, the young lady most inierested, 
was seen to flee from the house, it is said, to 
escape a bullet from her brother Fernand’s 
pisiol, and seek refuge with a neighbor.

An Alleged Prince of the Ashantees 
Involved in a Divorce Suit.

There is a divorce suit pending io a Brook- 
lvn court styled ‘Trice against Trice, the 
parties beiog of color, in connection with 
which there are some curious stories. Both 
sides claim a decree, the wife, who is the 
plaintiff, on the ground of the defendant’s 
unbusbandlike conduct, and the husband on 
the ground that when he married her the wo- 
man hada husband living in the interior of 
Africa—no less a personage than the King of 
the Ashantees. About the year 1865, a tall, 
proud young black fellow from Africa found 
He could not speak a 
word of English, but he acquired the language 
readily, and it was not long before it was 
known throughout the congregation of the 
Siloam Presbyterian Church, into which he 
haprea ed to fall, that he was Albert Agamon, 
the eldest son of the Ashantee King. He had 
heard in his dark country of the greater worid 
beyond and had set out, like the prince he was, 
to see it. Of course he was an object of great 
interest to the female members of the church, 
but he escaped all their snares until the plain- 
tiff in the present suit, then a comelv colored 
widow, smiled upon himencouragingly. He 
married her, and she became a princess. Taney 
lived together in harmony for sume years, aud 
a little prince was born, whois still a resident 
of Brooklyn. 

In the meantime the Prince had become an 
ardent Christian, aud shortly after the birth of 
the son be was licensed to preach and made 
quite an eloquent if not a learned expounder 
ofthe Gospels. After awhile he was per- 
suaded that through him Christianity might 
be established among his native peopie, and 
with this as his mission he set out on a Visit 
to hisearly home. Upon reaching the Gold 
Coast he wrote back to his wife that his father, 
the King, was growing feeble and desired his 
ti rst - born to be near bim, ready when death 
came to receive his mantle. This was the last 
ever heard in Brooklyn from Prince Agamoa, 
Perbaps he is dead, and perhaps he fell from 
grace and has forgotten his first princess in 
the presence of a hundred successors. 

Atter several years had elapsed the Brook- 
lvn princess was married to Charles Trice,the 
defendant, a dapper mulatto whois nowa 
waiter ata Rockaway Beach hotel. Whether 
he will be able to establish thatthe plaintiff’s 
first husband is still living is very doubtful, 
for the colored witnesses upon whom he re- 
lies believe that the departed Prince taught 
his wifethe witchcraft of Voodoo, and they

dle-aged fortune teller, and Dr. George 
Bentz, of Second avenue, had doneso. The 
police started out Monday night to find these 
patties. Mr-. Wahlrob was arrested at her 
residence in Ludlow street, and locked up 
over nightinacellinthe station house. Dr.

A Woman Claiming to Have Been Re- 
lieved of Caucer.

A visit was paid yesterday afternoon bya 
Gazette reporter to a so-called cancer in- 
firmary”’in this city. He entered a rather 
dilapidated ante-room inthe second Dor, 
where ifew medicine bottles and a vapor 
bath apparatus in one corner ofthe room 
plainly indicated the profession of the occu- 
pant. The latter is dignified by the sesqui- 
pedalian name of 'Vitapathie Electro-mag- 
netic Ozone Medicated Vapor Bath.” He 
was pleasantly met by a benignant-looking 
old gentleman with white locks, whose close- 
ly buttoned coat, over which is turned down a 
white collar, made him resemble a minister 
of the Gospel. The object of the visit was de- 
clared to be an inspection of the huge mam- 
mary cancer which the Doctor had recently 
removed from one of his female patients. The 
Doctor bad no hesitation in gratifying the re- 
porter’s wishes, and called the patient into 
the room. She proved to be a 
woman not much over thirty, who had 
come from Pendleton county, Ky., having a 
husband and two children. She modestly 
opened her bosom, and disclosed a sight 
Which Was enough to shock the nervesofa 
strong man. Just above her left breast was a 
deep festering hole,as though it had been 
bored with an augur—a cavity about two in- 
ches in diameter and two inches in depth. A 
slightly fetid odor still emanated therefrom: 
butthis was nothing compared to the nause- 
ating smell before the operation. Traveling 
on the boat, the poor woman had been 
obliged to lock herself in her state-room, so 
overpowering was the smell tothe passengers. 
it was removed by the use of escharotics, 
without burning, cutting, drugging or pain. 
She felt a slight itching in the cavity at pres - 
ent, but deciared that she had experienced 
no pain during the operation. It took ten 
days to remove the fungus growth, and it will 
take about three weeks more to heal the 
wound. ‘Theremedy used was a fluid, which 
first softened and loosenedthe cancer, and 
then gradually dissolved the putrid matter. 
The woman herself pulled the last vestige of 
the monster out bythe roots and fluny it 
away. She contracted the disease about four- 
teen months ago, and noticed at first a black 
spot onber breast about the size of an ordi- 
pary marble, which grew sensibly, and final- 
ly almost threatened her life. 

The doctor belongs to the vitapathie school, 
and illustrated bis theory on the reporter, 
who complained of a severe headache. With 
the left band, which he said contained the 
negative electricity, he rubbed the forehead 
cently, While with the right he rubbed at the 
sume time the back part of the neck, stating 
(bat the right contained the positive electrici- 
ty. The combination of the two, he asserted, 
neutradized the unhealthy condition of the 
head, aud brought on normal action, The re- 
porter felt an easing sensation, but, in due 
deference of the vitupatbic theory, must ac- 
huowledge thattbe headache soon returued 
witb as great a violence as ever. Such a thing 
as a successful cure of cancer is not Known.

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DESPERATE OUTLAWS. 


Breaking Up of a Gang of Bushrangers 
in Australia. 
From the South Australian Advertiser.) 


After a career of crime unprecedented in 
colonial annals, the Kelly gang of bushrang- 
ers, Whose murderous and burglarious deeds 
created almost a reign of terror, have been 
conquered by the representatives of the law. 
Three of the offenders have been killed and the 
principal, the notorious Ned Kelly, has been 
captured, and doubtless before many weeks 
buve been passed will have paid the last pen- 
altv of the law. The first event which attract- 
ed general attention throughout the colonies 
to this daring bushrangiug gang was the 
Stringybark Creek murder, in 1878. In the 
month of Oc: ober of that year Sergt. Kennedy 
and Constables Scanlon, Lanigan and Meln- 
tyre, of the Victorian police, went out with a 
warrant for the arrest of Edward Kelly for 
horse-stealing, and he was also wanted for 
wounding a policeman. ‘The party were 
camped at Stringybark Creek, about twenty 
miles from Mansfield, on the morning of 
October 26, 1878. Lanigan and McIntyre were 
in camp when Kelly and his gang came up, 
and, on the first-mentioned showing signs of 
resistance, he was shot, McIntyre surrender- 
ing. Later Sergt. Kennedy and Scanlon re- 
turned, both were bailed up, and. attempt- 
ing to use their weapons, were fired 
at, Scanlon being shot dead and Kennedy 
wounded. McIntyre, during the firing, 
jumped on a horse and escaped. Kennedy’s 
body was subseqnently foun 
let wounds init. A rewerd of £200 was of- 
fered for each of the :ushrangers, and strong 
detachments of police were sent to the dis- 
trict. On December Yth of ihe same year the 
Kelly gang stuck up the Faithful Creek Station 
near Euroa, and onthe following day they 
stuck up the National Bank at Euroa under 
circumstances of extraordinary audacity. 
The reward for their capture was increased 
to £2,500, and stronger detachments of police 
were sent tothe district. On February 10th, 
1879, the gang stuck upthe Bank of New 
South Wales, at Jerildeme, carrying away 
about £2,000. The audacity of the bushran- 
gers, and the success with which they carried 
out their exploits, roused public indignation 
in Victoriaand New South Wales to an in- 
tense pitch. The bushrangers were outlawed 
and rewards were cdfered by the New South 
Wales and Victorian governmoants collectively 
amounting to £7,000, which, with the reward 
cffered by the banks, increased the price on 
the heads of the outlaws to £8,000, ue po- 
lice were stimulated to inereased exertions to 
capture the desperadoes, black trackers from 
Queensland were introduced, and every effort 
was made to rid the country of the outlaws. 
The task, however, seemed impossible to 
peiform; the gang bad sympathizers in differ- 
ent parts of the country. and as time went on 
their capture was looked upon as almost 
hopeless. 

For scme time past nothing had Veen heard 
of the Kellys, but there were watch parties iu 
the suspected district, and one of te, sta- 
tioved at Sebastopol, received av ui:t!easant 
reminder on Saturday eveulng thet the bush- 
rapgers Were stiil at large. Grat evening 
a settier named Aaron Skerritt was shot dead 
by Byrne, ard several shots were tired at the 
hut then oceupied by the wateh party. It 
stems that after shooting Skerritt near Beech- 
worth the outlaws rede in the direction of 
Gienrowab, which ix situated to the north- 
west of Greta. ‘They arrived there on Sunday 
afternoon and at once commenced to stick up 
thetownship. The loca: police were helpless 
for a time. Many of the inhabitants sought 
refuge in the bush, and others were driven 
into Jones’ Hotel, which was a blue ston; 
building. During the night Constable Brack- 
en made for the railway line and found the 
railstorn up. He observed a special train ap- 
proaching, which had been sent from Mel- 
bourne with a strong force toapprehend the 
gang, und, having signaled it, the train pull- 
ed up. He informed Superintendent Ilare of 
the doings of the Kellys, and asked for assist- 
ance. The Superintendent and several con- 
stables got out and made for the hotel, whicn 
tbey found in full possession of the outlaws. 
The force included a company of artillery with 
asmallgun. Firing commenced at once. Ned 
Kelly was seen near the hotel. Among the 
number who fired on him was Sergt. Steele, 
who shot him mortally. He was 
picked up and brought in, when it was found 
that he was covered with armor under his 
clothes. The people in the hotel who made 
their escape state that Byrne was shot dead 
inside; that Hart and Jones, the landlord, 
were shot dead; also, a line repairer and two 
children. The beseiging party tinally décided 
to burn down the hotel, and for this purpose 
a heavy fire was kept up for some minutes to 
cover the design of Constable Joanstone, 
who advanced to the building and set fire to 
the weatherboards on the northern side, when 
it became known that Martin Sherry, an ine 
rocent man, was inside the building. The 
flames rapidiy caught hold of the timbers. In 
the midst of the fire a Catholic priest, Father 
Kierney, electritied the spectators by advanc- 
ing to the building and penetrating the flames 
to save Sherry. Mrs. Skillion and Kate Kelly 
appeared on the scene at this juncture. The 
former endeavored to make her way to her 
brothers, declaring she would rather see them 
burned than shot by the police. The priest, 
on entering the building, found Dan Kelly, 
Hart and Byrne lying dead—shot. Sherry 
wus carried out alive, but died soon after- 
ward. In a sbort time the whole place was 
consumed. The hotel was not set tire totill 
orders were received from the Chief Secreta- 
ry. It was believed that none but the three 
busbrapgers were inside. Hart and Dan 
Kelly were burned to ashes. Ned Kelly was 
wounded, but it is thought he will recover. 
A detacninent of 7 were sent from Mel- 
bourne to convey Kelly there, and on the 29 h 
of June the return was made to that city with 
tbe prisoner. .

The Home of a Mau for Twenty-Seven 
Years.

The Times’ correspoadent to-day visited 
the County Alms-house for the purpose of 
procuring the story of Benjamin Sechter, the 
unfortunate lunatie who bad been locheu in a 
foul den on his brother’s farm for twenty. 
seven years. There is no doubt of the truth 
of the story,“ said Steward Anderson. ‘*[; 
cannot be overdrawn in its most terrible de. 
tails.” 

Sechler was seen through the small iron 
opening in the door of his narrow apartment. 
The floor was quite bare. He was still clad in 
the woolen skirt and chained to an iron bolt. 
He acted like a raving maniac—howled, rat- 
tled his chains, beat toe sides of his cei! with 
clenched fists and made an unearthly noise, 

**You would haraly believe he could retain 
such strengtb durimg all those fearful years of 
copfinement,’’ said a keeper to his visitor. 
He is a giant physically and very danger - 
ous. 

Occasionally the wild man would goto the 
small window and look up towards the sun. 
With his eyes unshaded he would gaze into the 
very center of the dazzling erb. Then he 
would turn away in terror apparently, won- 
dering what the sun was. The blue heavens, 
the green fields and the waving corm on the 
County Farm were looked upon bythe lunatic, 
who seemed bewildered at the sight. Aan 
effort was made to dress him in a cool suit of 
linen, but heseemsto havea horror of that 
kind of raiment and is more content with a 
simple skirt. He speaks the German language 
and is very active. A powerful constitution 
was necessary to undergothe fearful suffer- 
ing of that man,’’ said Dr. Shearer, of the in- 
stitution. 

In was impossible to get anything of im- 
pertance from the violent man, he raved 
incoherently, but beyond makiog a few ex- 

ressions relating to his brother he could not 

e understood. ‘The Alms house authorities 
believe that in a few davs Sechler will be more 
calm and that he will then be able to give 
some account of bis captivity. They are us- 
ing the most gentle means to win nim over. 
One reason given for his violence is that he is 
afraid that more harm is intended for bim, 
and that fear bas driven him positively mad.

We entirely agree with both the Kansas 
City Times and its namesake in this city 
that the Congressional wrangle in the 
Eighth District should be adjusted in such 
way and by such authority as to leave but 
one Democratic candidate in the field. If 
Mr. Clint. Allen receives the nomination, as 
he most probabiy will, his election can be 
made absolutely certain only in one way, 
and that is by an authoritative declaration 
from the State Committee that his is the 
true and regular Democratic nomination. 

We don’t know or care anything about the 
technical points of the case. But we do 
know that Mr. Allen is a capable, honora- 
ble gentleman of high character, who 
should be elected.

This is the case in several districts, 
and there is especial danger in the Tenth 
(that of Col. Mansur), the Twelfth (that 
of Col. Hatch), and the Ninth, where Gen.

por, and it is idle to assert that 
they have not chances of success. 


The Third District in this city is also very 
doubtful.

If the conventien will 
inquire into some means whereby the rest 
of us can get up deaf-mutism on occasion, 
they will confer a lasting boon upon the 
American people. 


THE Island of Jamaica has been swept 
by a hurricane of unprecedented destruc- 
tiveness which has wrecked the growing 
crops, thrown down houses, broken up 
wharves and rendered thousands of people 
homeless. Famine has already appeared 
and it will need affective and speedy help 
from this country to alleviate the distress. 
The population of the island is large and 


partly helpless. The blacks and 
the » mulattoes outnumber the 
whites fifty to one, and the 


colored portion of the community is as 
shiftless as only a West India negro can 
become. Jamaica is specially unfortunate 
in its storms and earthquakes, whieh have 
again and again undone the work of the 
planters. Every year it is buffeted by tor- 
nadoes which do more or less damage, but 
this latest cyclone appears to have been an 
exceptionally severe one. Were it not for 
the tropical intensity of its breezes Jamaica 
would be a terrestrial paradise, but as long 
as the tornado and Yellow Jack hold do- 
minion the Island will be nothing more 
than a wrecked pest-house.

Destitution in Eighteen Counties 


of Northern Kansas. 


Orer 28,000 Persons Crying for 


Assistance. 


Gov. St. John Advises All Who 


Can to Leave the State. 


A Special Prayer for Aid from Norton 


County--Meeting of its Representa- 
tives With the Directors of 
the Exchange, 


meeting was held in the reading room 
‘the Merchants’ Exchange at I o’clock to- 
doy by the directors to listen to the appeal of 
ine Revs. S. S. Bartlett and J. A. Scheser, 
of Norton county, Kansas, for contributions 
from the Exchange towards relieving the des- 
‘itute and suffering people of Kansas. Mr. 
„ has. W. Slayeack was in the chair and there 
were present Mr. John Wahl, Mr. S. W. Cobb 


and D. I'. Rowland. 


Messrs. Bartlett and Scheser were commis- 
sioned by the Central Aid Committee of Nor- 


ton county, of which they are residents, to 
solicit help. Their statements disclose a sur- 
prising aud terrible state of destitu- 
tion in Northwestern Kansas. In 
eighteen counties the people are almost 
starving andinadeplorable state of pov- 


erty. Among the counties are Norton, 


Jewell, Washington, Smith, Decatur, Rol- 
lins, part of Phillips, Graham, gende 


Ellis and others, all locate 


in the northern part of 
Kansas. The lowest estimate places the 
number of peopie who are suffering in these 


eighteen famineestricken counties at 


28,000. The cause of the afflic- 
tion is a drought. In tuis locality 
last year’s crop was only a limited one—not 
at all what was expected. Since then one 
disaster has followed another and the crops 
have all been destroyed. Some of the farmers 
pave sown and planted four times during 


the year,while many have done so three times, 
but their efforts were unrewarded. Last fall 
they sowed wheat, but it died. There was no 
snow to give any moisture and no rains, and 
this crop perished. Spring wheat was sown, 
but that failed also on account of the severe 
drought. Corn was next planted. At first 
it came up and there was a little 
rain, Which brought hope to the farmers. But 
another scourge appeared—the green worm— 
not the army worm, but similar in appear- 
ince. While it destroyed some fields entirely 
it only ate up the stalks of the others, 
and these. last revived and there were 
hopes thatsomeof it might still be gathered 
in. Butthe people were once more disap- 
pointed. The chintz bug followed the green 
orm and completed the destruction of the 
former. And now the crops. are 
completely destroyed and want 
md hunger are staring these 28.000 
people in tbe face. The potato crob is also 
ruined. Many of the settlers there came 
from Missouri andlowa. Upto about six 
weeks ago it was thought the suffering would 
not be so general. Gov. St. John declared 
ihe State would be able to take 
vare of its destitute. But those 
calculations were erroneous, and since that 
time Governor St. John has advised all the 
people in the drought-visited district to leave 
Kansas if possible. Application will be made 
io the Legislature when it convenes for re- 
lef. 

Messrs. Scheser and Bartlett urged the 
claims of the sufferers of Norton county sole- 
ly upon the directors of the Exchange. They 
said the Central Aid Committee had an- 
nounced thatits funds were inadequate to 
relieve the large number of the suffering. In 
Norton county there were 1,804 persons com- 
pietely destitute. Atchison had given 51, 000 
to the relief of the Kansas sufferers,andit was 

‘said thatthe Missouri people had donated 
>10,000 or 320,000 for the same purpose. The 
contribution of the latter, however, 
Whatever it was, was only given 
to the settlers on their lands. The railroads 
had advanced seeds on thirteen months’ 
time. 

After listening to the gentlemen’s appeals 
Mr. Slaybaek remarked that the people 
of St. Louis were totallv unaware of 


the destitution prevailing. He thought the 


Exchange as a body could scarcely take ac- 
tion in the matter for one county. Gov. St. 
John bad so far issued no call for assistauce, 
neither had he stated that Kansas could not 
take care of its own sufferers. 

Mr. Wahl stated that the Exchange had no 
fund from which it could contribute. It could 
only be done by starting a subscription on 
the floor. 

Mr. Rowland advised the gentlemen to call 
on the Mayor, who would telegraph to Gov. 
St. Jobn, and if the destitution was 
such as stated, and he made 
an appeal to the city of St. Louis, 
the Mayor would inaugurate the good work 
and the Exchange would doitsshare. They 
could not well take up a subscription for one 
county and no official appeal had come to 
them from the State officers of Kansas. 

Mr. Slaybaok said the Exchange was always 
generous and l‘beral and willing to aid suf- 
fering humanity, but the documentary evi- 
dence so far hardly warranted it in taking 
actiou. They could not relieve one county 
alone. If the State of Kansas said it could 
not provide for the destitute and appealed to 
the State of Missouri the case would be dif- 
ferent. 

It was then agreed that the gentlemen 
should have the privilege to visit the 
floor of the Exchange to-morrow 
morning at eleven o' clock and 
oljeit private contributions for Norton 
county. Meanwhile it would be advisable for 
the gentlemen to visit the Mayor, 


Messrs. Bartlett and Scheser then departed 


towards the City Hall to call on Acting-Mayor 
Lightner in the matter. 
AT THE MAYORALTY. 

Mayor Lightner received the delegates 
politeiy, but could take no ace 
tion in the matter, on tbe same 
grounds as the Exchange that no public ap- 
peal bad been issued ‘by the Governor of 
Kansas. He indorsed their credentials 
however, says he believed the facts as stated 
were bona tide. To-morrow Messrs. Bart- 


lett and Sheser will present their claims upon 
~ the Board of Trade and also solicit contribu.

KING LUDWIG’S ENCORE. 


He Would Have the Real Water in His 
Rain. 
From Mark Twain’s ‘‘A Tramp Abroad. 


I am told that in a German concert or opera 
they hardly ever encore a song; that. though 
they may be dying to hear it agam, their good 
breeding usually preserves them against re- 
quiring the repetition. Kings may encore; 
that is quite another matter; it delights ev- 
erybody to see thatthe King is pleased, and, 
as to the actor encored, his pride and gratiti- 
cation are simply boundless. Still, there are 
circumstances in which even a royal encore— 
but it is better to illustrate. The King of 
Bavaria 16 a poet, and has a poet’s eccentrici- 
ties, with the advantage over all other poets of 
being able to gratify them, no matter what 
form they may take. He is fond of opera, but 
not fond of sitting in the presence of an audi- 
ence: therefore, it has sometimes occured iu 
Munich that when an opera has been con- 
cluded and the players are getting off their 
paint and finery, a command has come to get 
their paint and finery on again. Presently the 
King would arrive solitary and alone, and the 
players would begin at the beginning and do 
the entire opera over again, with ouly that oue 
individual in that vast, solemn theater for au 


audience. Once he took an odd freakin 
his head. High up and out ofsight, over the 


prodigious stage of the Court Theater, is à 
maze of interlucing water pipes, so pierced 
that in case of fire innumerable little thread- 
like streams of watercan be caused to de- 
scend, and, in case of need, this discbarge 
can be augmented to a pouring flood. Ameri- 
can managers might make «a note of that. 
The King wus the sole audience. The opera 
proceeded. It was a piece with a storm in it; 
the mimic thunder began to mutter, the mim- 
ic wind beganto wail and souzgh, and the 
mimicrain to patter. The King’s ſaterest 


rose higher and bisher; it developed into 
enthusiasm. He cried out: 
It is good, very good, indeed! But I will 


have real rain. Turn on the water.’’ 

The manager pleaded for a reversal of the 
command, said it would ruin the costly scene- 
ry ayd the splendid costumes, but the King 
crie 

No matter, no matter, I will have real 
rain! Turn on the water!” 

So the real rain was turned on and began to 
descend in gossamer lances to the mimic flower 
beds and gravel walks of the stage. The rich- 
ly-dressed actresses and actors tripped about 
singing bravely and pretending not to mind 
it. The King was delighted; his enthusiasm 
grew higher. Hecried out: 

„Bravo, bravo! More thunder! 
lightning! Turn on more rain! 

The thunder boomed, the lightning glared, 
the storm wind raged, tbe deluge poured 
down. The mimic royalty of the stage, with 
their soaked satins clinging to their bodies, 
slopped around ankle deep in water, warbling 
their swectest and best, the fiddlers under the 
eaves of the stage sawedaway for dear life, 
with the cold overflow spouting down the 
backs of their necks, and the dry and happy 
King sat in his lofty box and wore his gloves 
to ribbons applauding. 

„More yet!“ cried the King, more yet; 
let loose all the thunder, turn on all the 
water. Iwill hang the man that raises an 
umbrella!’’ c 

Wben the most tremendous and effective 
storm that had ever been produced in any 
theater was at last over, the Kine’s approba- 
tion was measureless. He cried: 

Magnificent, magnificent! Encore! Do 
it again!“ 

But the management succeeded in persuad- 
ing him to recall the encore, and said the 
company would feel sufliciently rewarded 
sndcomplimented in the mere fact that the 
encore was demanded by his Majesty, with- 
out fatiguing him witha repetition to gratify 
their own vanity. 

During the remainder of the act the lucky 

performers were those whose parts required 
changes of dress; the others were a soaked, 
bedraggled and uncomfortable lot, but in the 
last degree pictukesyue. The stage scenery 
was ruined, trap doors were so swollen they 
wouldn’t work for a week afterward, the fine 
costumes were spoiled and no end of minor 
damages were done by that remarkable 
storm. 
It was a royal idea—that storm—and roy- 
ally carrid out. But observe the moderation 
ofthe King. He did not insist upon his en- 
core. If he had been a gladsome, unreflect- 
ing American opera audience he probably 
would have hed bis storm repeated and re- 
peated until he drowned all those people.

x THE GAZA IDOL. 


Description of the Mammoth Statue 
Found im Syria. 
| Rob. Morris in Chicago Tribune. | 


During the past year several allusions have 
been made in the Tribune toa remarkable 
statue exhumed last September near Gaza, 
Syria. From my associate, the Rev. Henry 
R. Coleman, now exploring the seacoast be- 
tween Joppa and Gaza, I have, under date of 
Judy 20, some measurements, etc., concern- 
ing the monstrous image, whien will be new 
to your readers. Mr. Colemanisa man of 
‘age, very cautiousin his conclusions, and 
his accuracy may be relied upon. He says: 

» have just returned here (Joppa), and 
bave preacbed to-day before the representa- 
tives of eight nations. This shows whata 
heterogeneous population occupies this city 
at the present time. While at Gaza I took the 
opportunity to make careful measurements 
of the stone idol found near there in Septem- 
ber last. The actual spotis about nine miles 
on the south side of the old city of Samson 
(Geza); aud the natives began in April to move 
it toward the seaside thatit might be em- 
barked. A wooden wagon was constructed 
¢xpressly to carry it, and this itself is a curi- 
Osity, the wheels being twenty inches in 
diameter, each hewed roughly froma thick 
block of wood, and anything but circular iu 
form. In thickness theyrun from four to 
eight inches. The vehicle, however, is strong 
enough, apparently, for the obelisk ef Cleo- 
patra itself, and by the aid of 300 3 was 


* 


loaded, and dragged with its burden 
the intervening nine miles to the 
gates of Gaza, where lexamined it. The 


owners had covered it with a canvas; but, 
under hopes of backsheesh (in which 1 dis- 
appointed them), they readilv exposed it for 
my inspection, while with sticks and threats 
they kept off the crowd of fallahin (native 
farmers), who thronged like flies arounda 
carcass. I forgot to say that it lies now in the 
middie of a Moslem graveyard. 

„»The image may be characterized as a mag- 
nificent piece of stone carving or sculpture, 
and must be referred back, I think, to a very 
early period. The pedestal is part of the 
statue; thatis,asingle block contains the 
whole. The materialis purest marble. A 
portion each of the nose, the eyelids, the 
eyebrows, the whiskers and hair, and the 
right arm had been mutilated; but ina gen- 
eralwaythe figureis in good condition. It 
has a flowing robe over the left shoulder, 
which runs around from behind, under the 
right arm and across tothe left thigh. The 
dimensions, taken by my graduated lime, and 
with the great care, are as follows: 

„Length from top of head to base of ped- 
esta), 10 feet 8 inches; around the thighs, in- 
cluding the mantle or robe, II feet 2 inches; 
around the waist (and mantle), 8 feet 6 inches; 
around the shoulders, feet 0 inches: around 
the neck, 4 feet 4 inches; around the head and 
the eyes, 5 feet 51-2 inches. [This will con- 
vey the best idea of the gigantic proportions. 
The diameter of the head, by Mr. Coleman’s 
figures, is not less than 22 inches.— R. M. 
From the crown of the head to the extremities 
of the hair behind, the distance is 5 feet; from 
the same totheend ofthe whiskers, which 
are slightly mutilated, 3 feet. Across the 
breast and Shoulders, in front, my measure 
shows 4 feet. Length of tue rightarm from 
the pointof the shoulder to the mutilated 
stump, dfeet. The left shoulder and side are 
covered by the mantle. From the top of the 
bead to the end of the carving, 7 feet 6 inches. 

In the left shoulder an iron bolt which has 
rusted off was inserted. ‘This was about an 
inch square. A chiseled circle surrounds it, 
indicating that the left arm (now absent) was 
attached by the bolt. There is also an iron 
bolt near the stump of the right arm, attach- 
ed toit by melted lead—from which runs a 
small chaunei tothe end of the stub, where 
arother iron bolt appears. The arm below 
the sheulder is two feet eight inches around. 

be workmaaship of the breast, the right 
nipple, the stomach, thighs, etc., is first 
class. The great vein of the right arm stands 
out with anatomical skill. The muscles, the 
ridged lines inthe breast-bone—iadeed, ev- 
erythiug—sre perfectly formed and life-like. 

The figure lies in that wretched wagon, 
flat on its back, in the middle of the road. It 
is seid that $20,000 bas been offered for it in 
Corstantinople, and tbat the purpose is to 
ship it there from the port of Gaza. But, it 
it takes 000 men three months to pull it over 
the hard ground, 3, 0 will hardiy suftice to 
get it through tre sand and on board ship, 
some three miles from its present resting- 
piace.’

A Sixteen-Year-Old Girl Marries a 
Sightless Paper Dealer.

Thereis now inthe care of Matron Bur- 
roughs, atthe Jefferson Market Police Court 
prison, awaiting transportation to Black- 
well’s Island, Mrs. John McUmber, born Miss 
Marv F. Patterson, a pretty girl of sixteen, 
who but a few days ago started forth in life 
on her own eccount in a fashion decidedly at 
variance with the views of her relatives and 
friends. Mrs. McUmber, for such she claims 
her name to be, is the daughter of Mrs. Cath- 
erine Ryder, by her first husband. For a 
long time past Mrs. Ryder has occupied the 
position of housekeeper for a family on Fifty- 
fifth street, and when she went there she took 
her young daughter, an only child, with her.

HOW TO REGISTER. 


Who Can Vote and Who Cannot—The 
Process of Citizen-Making Fully Ex- 
plained, ’ 


There seems to be more interest manifested 
in the approaching Presidential election than 
has been the case for many years. Let it is 
to be feared that the people do not understand 
that to secure a vote they must first be regis- | 


tered as voters at the oflice of the Recorder of 
Voters atthe City Hall. A failure to have 
this done deprives the person of his 
right to vote onthe day of election. He can 
neither vote for President, State or mupici- 
pal oflicers. A foreign-born person, to pro- 
eure a vote under the laws of Missouri, must 
be at least two years in the United States 
before he can declare his intention to become 
a citizen, and one year after this proceeding 
he may become a voter. In all cases his in- 
tention papers must be one, and not more 
than five years old, before he can register.

Discharged soldiers, over the age 
of twenty-one years, who are 
in possession of honorable discharge 


papers from the armies of the United States— 
either regular or volunteer—are admitted to 
become citizens before any court of record by 
producing their discharge papers and sufli- 
cient evidence of their identity, and upon | 
their receipt they can have their pames placed | 
upon the Looks of the Recorder of Voters. All 
foreigners who have never registered or voted 
are required to produce their naturalization 


papers at the office of the Recorder 
of Voters. The law also requires 
one year’s residence in the State and 


or native, before they can register and vote. If 
a registered voter moves from one ward to 
another, or from one house to another, heis | 
required to report the change to the Recorder 
of Voters. The time is now drawing short,and | 
as these are matters that all foreign-born and 
native citizens should immediately attend to,
